Fraternities  Gain  Title  IX  Exemption 


enforcement  of  Title  IX  of  the  1972 
Higher  Education  Amendments  was 
signed     into     law     in     December     by 


legislation. 
Senator  Birch  Bayh(  exempts  from  Title 
IX  all  social  fraternities  and  sororities,  as 
well  as  some  other  organizations  which 
maintain  federal  tax  exemptions  under 
the  internal  Revenue  Code  ol  1954 

On  June  20,  1974.  the  Department  of 
Heailh  Education  and  Welfare  made 
public  its  guidelines  for  the  enforcement 

federal  funds  (that  includes  most 
colleges  and  universities)  may  not 
discriminate  on  the  basis  of  sex 
According   to  the  guidelines  the  sex
